W ith regard to m any m oves toward centralization there

W hile it is by no m eans eel tain 
that even these m atters cannot be dealt with successfully 
by State and local authority, there is some justification for 
the trend in the backward leadership in m any sections of 
the country on needs of such obvious nature as k> remove 
them from the realm of reasonable discussion. 
B ut no such logic supports the plea for a L cd oral anti­ 
lynching law. 
Mob violence is a form of murder peculiarly 
reprehensible because it is the em bodiment of organized 
frenZY. 
In m any instances it is worse, being a convenient 
screen for cowards to cloak their lust for a display of em u- 
age in the form of righteous vengeance. 
In spite ot this, 
however, no peculiar Federal offense is involved, 
It is proposed to provide enforcem ent for the anti-lynch- 
ing law by im posing a m oney penalty on the peace officers 
of a county where a lynching occurs and then to force local 
taxpayers to indemnify' fam ilies of victim s. 
I he whole con­ 
ception is a tm* rn sque m ixt ire of ancient teudalism , whit h 
approved of the burning of a village because som e one living 
in the village had com m itted a crim e, and modern absolut­ 
ism which seeks to lodge all authority in the national gov­
